The meeting last 
evening was held in Room B, and was 
called at the suggestion of ex-Mayor 
Priest, who had received letters from the 
Peoria Sugar Refining Company of Peoria, 
III., and from E. RlneharlA Bon, proprie- 
tors of the Delphi Paper Mills, Delphi, 
Ind. The members of each firm are now 
looking for a suitable location to build 
manufacturing establishments, and our 
citizens are making an effort to Induce 
them to locate in or near Decatur.

Priest wrote to the company, setting fortb 
the advantages of Decatur as a manufac- 
turing centre, speaking more particularly 
of our railroad facilities, our excellent 
water works, and our supply of coal. Tbe 
company replied that it was too early fur 
them to form any idea of what their plans 
for the immediate future will be, and 
stated that all the points made in Mr. 
Priest's letter would be fully taken luto 
consideration.

Then followed a general discussion as 


to what action should be taken with ref- 
erence to the belt interests of Decatur. 
J. A. Miller, who is In the paper busi- 
ness, stated that he knew the RineharU. 
They are manufacturers of print paper, 
such as is used by newspaper publishers. 
They ate both experienced business men, 
and are worth about $50,100. Should they 
come to Decatur they would probably 
build an establishment coaling about 
$20,000, and employ 15 to 20 operatives 
every working day in the year, and do a 


.sim-sB of $100,000 per annum. Mr. 


Miller thought the paper mill would be a 
good thine for Decatur. 


At the suggestion of Mr. Durfee a com- 


mittee of five was appointed by the chair- 
man to meet the Itinebarts on their arri- 
val in the city, show them the advantages 
of Decatur, and eudeavor if possible to 
induce them to.build their new mills here. 
The committee selected were: Mayor 
Waggoner, Dr. W. A. Barnes, Ex-Mayor 
Priest, Dr. Walston and J. A. Miller. 
' 


On the subject of the glucose factory 


and Decaiur's manufacturing interests in 
general, 
remarks were made by Dr. 


WalBtoo, B. K. Durfee, Mr. Priest, J. A. 
Miller and £. McNahb, all of whom felt 
thatthe growth and business prosperity 
of Decatur depended largely upon the 
number of manufacturing; establishments, 
large and small, that can be located here. 
The mutter of securing lower freight 
rates to foreign points was sprung, but 
this question was dismissed with a brief 
discussion. 


Mr. Priest stated that the glucose fac 


tory would be a big boost for our city, 
and would make a good market at our 
very doors for grain, 6,000 to 8,000 bush- 
els of which would be consumed daily 
by the factory. U would give permanent 
employment to a large force of men, 
boys and women, and supply this region 
with an abundance of good feed for all 
kinds of stock at a nominal cost.

S. Jack 
were selected as a committee to visit Pe- 
oria and learn what they can about tbe
